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The Examiner acknowledges receiving and reviewing of the supplemental declaration of 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 32 filed on 9/28/2007, as well as 
the original declaration of 37 C.F.R. 1.132 filed on 6/21/2007. 

Applicants propose to amend claims 3, 32, 54 and 72 with additional new limitations of "requesting code that is external to the loaded 
software redirection driver," and "after the discarding of the data in the redirected space, intercepting from requesting code a request to 
read the location in the protected space; and in response to the interception of the request to read the location in the protected space, 
providing ..." 

Since the prosecution of this Application is currently at post-final-action stage, the amendments will not be entered as they change the 
scope of the claims and would necessitate a new search and claim analysis to determined the merit of patentability of the amended 
claims. 

The options available to Applicants at post-final-action stage are: Abandon the Application, Appeal, or Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE). Among the three, only RCE would permit new, additional or different limitations to be entered, assuming that the new limitations 
are supported by the original disclosure. 
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
